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One Year's Suicides

N 1911, for the iirfet time, the buicicle rate oi" small cities 
in the United States exceeded the rate lor cities of over 
250,000 population. The rate in our small cities last year 


was 10.8 per hundred thousand, whereas the rate of suicide in 
twenty-cue cities, with 230,(M«i or over was 19.5 per hundred 
thousand population. In seventy-nine small cities out of 1UO 
cities of all sizes, 1,393 persons killed them&elves in 1911. 


In 100 American cities (seventy-nine under 250,000 and 


twenty-one over that population) the rate of suicide has grown 
steadily from 12.8 per hundred thousand twenty years ago, to 
20.3 in the five-year period ending with 1911. 
In 1910 the 


rate throughout our registration area rvas sixteen per hundred 
thousand, so that there must have been 15,000 suicides in the 
United States last year. 


Tbe&e fignr.es are taken from the tables of T)r. Hoffman, 


actuary for the Prudential Life Insurance Company, a id are 
commented on in a recent issue of The Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Comparing tlu^e figures with Prus- 
gia's record, Dr. Hoffman shows that the Prussian suicide rate 
during 1910 was twenty-one per 100,000, about that of Ameri- 
can cities. There were thirty-two male suicides as against ten 
female Pirn-ides. The suicide mortality under 15 ynr-, is O.fiS. 
ri?ing to 10.61 between the fifteenth and nineteenth years, and 
to 2fi.K4 between the age-; of 20 and 24: during the latter period 
defective education, mental, moral and economic, seems re- 
sponsible for the very high suicide frequency. But the high- 
est rates are from 34.89 at 40 year? to 58.71 at the seventy- 
ninth > ear—the period when those given to mental depression 
manifest decadence of mind and body. 


For all ages the principal cause of suicide in Prn-^in was 


nnsoundnesH of mind (22.H per cenl. of Ihe male and 40.0 per 
cent, of the female suicides): next «-auie bodily disease (10 
per cent, males and 0.3 per cent, females). Nervous diseases 
accounted for 4.3 and 7.4 per cenl., respectively. Alcoholism 
was blamed for 10.1 per cent, male, find but 
1.5 per cent.
